at W aco recently, because the need for such 


a statute is "serious and immediate."

has become "the hoven for loan sharks," the 


resolution stated, and people "who can least 


afford it are being deprived of millions of dol­ 


lars annually in outrageous interest."

Hamlin area livestock raisers 
are learning more and more that 
one of the best ways to improve 
production of beef or even for 
milking cows is to improve the 
grassland that is grazed. 
Thus 
more head of livestock can be 
grazed on given acreages and the 
quality of improved grasses will 
produce more sustmance for the 
animals. 
If you were going to put a price 
on Texas’ tremendous acreage of 
grassland, how would you deter­ 
mine its value? 
It would be im­ 
possible- for our grass is a price­ 
less commodity, declares John C. 
White, commissioner of the Texas 
Department of Agriculture. 
Without 
improved 
grasslands, 
this nation would have a less total 
amount of food. 
Our diets would 
include less milk, butter, cheese 
and meat. 
Our overall produc­ 
tion 
of 
all 
farm 
commodities 
would 
experience 
an 
alarming 
drop. 
The term ‘ grassland farming” 
is not a new one, but it is a factor 
olten neglected when compiling 
statistics 
on 
the 
agricultural 
worth of Texas. 
This state has 
more than 
100.000,000 acres o! 
grass, 
forest and pasture land, 
and much of it is unimproved. 
The farmer who is a good man­ 


ager can double or triple produc­ 
tion on hundreds of thousands of 
these acres through liming, fer­ 
tilization and reseeding with more 
productive grasses and legumes. 
These improved grasslands can 
be invaluable when made a part 
of the crop rotation system. Tests 
show that land planted to legumes 
and grasses for a year help assure 
a longer period of maximum pro­ 
duction on cultivated crops. 
No 
Schemes have yet been devised 
for agriculture that will maintain 
soil organic matter better than 
plans based on adequate propor 
tions of grasses in crop rotations 
Experiments have shown that 
on much land, improved forage 
crops can produce as much live­ 
stock feed per acre, at lower cost 
and with less labor, than corn and 
other 
feed 
grains. 
In 
North 
Carolina, 
for example, on 
land 
capable of producing 50 bushels 
of corn per acre, improved pas­ 
tures produced the feed equiva­ 
lent of 87 bushels of corn.

No husband is legally permit­ 
ted to be present when his wife 
is signing a legal document. The 
theory is that he might unduly in­ 
fluence her. 
Some theory! Anyhow, it’s the 
law'. But women who take an in­ 
terest in legislative matters are 
trying to bring about its repeal. 
This is one of the dozen proj­ 
ects that attract the interest of 
women, who have come a long 
way in establishing themselves 
•round the capital in the last 30 
years. 


Take it from Mrs. Jam Y. Mc- 
Callum, who was secretary of 
state from 1927 to 1933—things 
were a lot different 30 years ago. 
Then the women wrere try ing to 
get the right to vote, but the "suf­ 
fragettes” were subject to more 
ridicule than serious considera­ 
tion from the male law-makers. 
The women were determined, 
however, and in 1918 Texas be­ 
came the first Southern state to 
grant primary suffrage to women. 


Th» difference today is like 
that l>etween the daguerreotype 
and television. 
Today there are more women 
than men around the legislative 
halls. 
There are some 200 of them 
who attend to the members’ typ­ 
ing, filing and other secretarial 
chores. Not only that, but there 
also are tour feminine law-mak­ 
ers. 


Senator Neveilie H, Colson of 
Navasota Is the first Texas woman 
to have served In both House and 
Senate. 
She was first elected to 
the House in 1939, served five 
terms, and was promoted in 1949 
to the Senate, where she still 
serves. 
Two women are serving their 
seeond terms In the H o u se . They 
are Mis.

4. Extend homestead tax ex­ 
emptions to single persons. Many 
single women, as well as men, sup­ 
port relatives and should have 
the exemption the same as mar­ 
ried couples, say adherents of this 
proposal. 
5. Keep the motor vehicle in­ 
spection law.

Work Had Biggest 
Progress in 1952 


Soil Conservation Districts in 
Texas made more progress in 1952 
than in any previous year, Albert 
Thane and C. E. Ijtntrip, super- 
isors of the California Creek Soil 
Conservation District, leyned at 
hte meeting of the Texas Associa­ 
tion of District Supervisors at 
Mineral Wells in late January’. 
More than 3,900 farmers and 
ranchers signed agreements to 
cooperate with districts in a co­ 
ordinated soil and water conserva­ 
tion program—a 60 per cent in­ 
crease over 1951. 
In spite of 
drouth, such measures as cover 
crops, range improvement 
and 
seeding of range and pasture were 
applied on land at the rate of 48 
per cent increase for cover crops, 
39 per cent Increase for range 
mprovement and 55 per cent in­ 
crease for seeding range and pas­ 
ture. 
The 
district 
supervisors 
stressed the need for continued 
increase in application of these 
soil improvement measures.

Proposed constitutional changes 
were introduced in both houses 
that would lift the present $35,- 
000,000 ceiling on welfare spend­ 
ing. 
If passed by both houses and 
approved by the voters, this meas­ 
ure would permit greater pay­ 
ments to the aged, needy blind and 
dependent children. 


Two bills were aimed at reduc­ 
ing traffic 
accidents. 
Senator 
Carlos Ashley of Llano introduced 
one that would impose a minimum 
five-day jail sentence on drunk­ 
en drivers. 
Representative Thomas R. Jo­ 
seph Jr. of Waco advocates in- 
reasing drivers’ license fees and 
spending the money to hire more 
highway patrolmen. 


Governor Allan Shivers, who 
owtvs two newspapers, became a 
reporter to advocate raising sal­ 
aries for teachers. 
Last week 
many Texas newspapers printed 
the first of a series of articles 
under the governor’s by-line ad­ 
vocating the increase. 


The Texas Prison Bow'd assures 
the Legislature that disaster may 
esult unless $3,500,000 is spent 
for a 
new prison building at 
Eastham Farm. 
The present farm facilities arc 
"intolerable and indecent,” the 
board’s report 
said, and 1,200 
prisoners could easily break out 
of the Brazoria County enclosure 
and cover the state in 24 hours. 


Eventually, 
the 
state 
prison 
system is expected to become self- 
supporting. 
The governing board reported 
that the average daily cost of 
keeping prisoners has decreased 
from 99 cents to 49 cents in the 
past five years. 
Bronson Morgan of Jasper, a 
member of the board, said the 
system will maintain itself as soon 
as the farm and industrial pro­ 
grams reach maturity. 


The state pays out a lot of 
money every month to rent office 
space in private buildings around 
the capitol. 
Representative Bill Daniel of 
Liberty wants the state to put up 
its own buildings on land, near 
the capitol, now owned by the 
state.

The whole thing was a joke, but 
Reuben Senterfitt solemnly de 
clared that the resolution con 
rerned broad legislative policy. 
He referred it to the committee 
on federal relations. 
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Texas needs more than one and 
one-half billion dollars to con­ 
struct highways it needs now, ac­ 
cording to estimates given the 
West Texas Chamber of Com­ 
merce highway policy committee 
by the Texaa Highway Depart­ 
ment. 
This Is the nerd, according to 
the department, in spite of the 
fact that maintained miles of 
highways in the state system has 
double since 1940. 
Most of the 
additional mileages has been add­ 
ed since 1945. 
Miles maintained have increas­ 
ed from 23,400 in 1940 to 46,000 
this year.

263,644 miles, or approximately 
one-twelfth of the total land area 
of the United States. Population 
of the state increased 20 per cent 
from 1940 to 1950. 
Motor vehicle* registered rose 
from 1,800,000 in 1940 to 3,400,000 
in 1951, or virtually 100 per cent, 
'here is now one motor vehicle 
for every two Texas people. 
Today, 
81,000,000 
miles 
are 
traveled daily on the street’s high­ 
way*. 
Texas now leads al! other states 
m number of registered trucks. 
It passed California last 
year. 
Only New York has mora buses 
on its road* than does Texas. 
The 16,000-mile primary or main 
highway system represents only 
33 per cent of the entire system, 
but it carries 73 per cent of the 
load. 
Eighty-three per cent of the 
system is inadequate for present- 
day traffic. 
The primary system 
has 1,800 miles of paving that is 
more than 20 years old. Approxi­ 
mately 56 per cent of the primary 
system and 51 per eent of the 
entire system, omitting farm-to- 
market roads, is older than 10 
year*. 
Nearly half of the 12,000 bridges 
are inadequate for today’s needs.

Who will inherit your property? 
Your husband, wife, mother, fath­ 
er, children, your wife’s relatives? 
The best way you can say who 
will have it is to provide a will 
which will protect your rightful 
beneficiaries and dis|>ose of your 
property in accordance with your 
wishes. 
When a deceased has no will, 
or dies "intestate" as the law 
calls it, the property of that per­ 
son is distributed according to a 
detailed formula fixed by 
law. 
In some casrs this mav he the way 
you yourself would divide it—but 
in m a n y cases it is not. 
The provisions of the law con­ 
cernin'.: the distribution of the 
property of a person who dies 
without a will are rather com­ 
plicated, and all of the possibilities 
cannot be covered by a general 
statement 


There are dm 
• nt 
rules for 
real estate and for personal prop­ 
erty, for community property and 
for separate property, tor home­ 
stead properly, and for all of the 
nianv 
possible 
combinations 
of 
surviving relatives. Each situation 
must be carefully studied to deter­ 
mine the correct distribution of 
the property 
For c xample, here is a general 
idea of how the community prop­ 
erty which you and your spouse 
have accumulated will be divided 
if you do not make a will prior 
to your death: 
If your husband or wife survives 
and there are no children, the 
surviving spouse receives all of 
the property. 
If, in addition, there are surviv­ 
ing children or descendants of 
deceased children, they would di- 
ride 
one-half 
of 
the property, 
while the surviving spouse would 
receive the other one-half. 
Of course, grandchildren do not 


s h a re in the estate unless then 
parent who would inherit is de­ 
ceased. 
And when descendants of 
previously 
deceased children do 
inherit, they receive only the por­ 
tion that the child would have 
received, regardless of the num­ 
ber of such descendants. 
An odd note, perhaps is that 
the surviving spouse already owns 
one-half of the communit;. estate 
prior to your death, and the law 
adds nothing to this share where 
there are children surviving. 
When there are only children 
and their descendants survivim 
they divide the entire community 
estate between them.

Despite Government Urge to Cut Cotton 
Acreages, Farmers See Money in Crop 


Although gov ernment statisti­ 
cians are urging reduced arreages 
for cotton, It still is undeniable 
that cotton culture means much 
to the economy of the Hamlin 
area, because of the adaptability 
of the crop to this territory . 
Good crop cultural 
practices, 
howev er, are im portant to suc­ 
cessful operations, points out John 
C. White, commissioner of th* 
Tox rs Department of Agriculture, 
who analy ze* certain practices in 
the article below 
For the cotton farmer, good eul 
tural methods are esp'cially im­ 
portant for two reasons; (lJ They 
help assure max imum production 
on the land; and <2> they aid in 
keeping insect infestation to n 
minimum. The second reason has 
special sginificanee in view of the 
continued 
spread 
of 
the 
pink 
bollworm in Tex as. 
A prev ious article by Gtt'tin 
Shelton, farm editor of the Wich­ 
ita Falls Record News, pointed 
out the dangers of the pink boll­ 
worm. This insect can make cot­ 
ton growing a losing proposition 
in Tex as unless it is checked. 
Then what can we do? 
The Tex as Department of Agri­ 
culture, which sets and enforces 
cotton planting and plow-up con­ 
trols in certain climatic areas, is 
coopcratng with Mex ico on this 
problem. 
If the insect can he re­ 
duced in the country from which 
it spread to the United States, 
then a big part of the battle Is 
won. 
The rest is up to farmers 
In Tex as and other infested states, 
aided by agriculutral officials 
A practical five-point cultural 
pregram is recommended by the 
Tex as Department of Agriculture 
this year. 
The practices involve 1 
are meant not only for farmers in 
heavily-infested 
pink 
bollworm 
areas, but all cotton farm ers in 
the state. 
These practices are: 
1. Use all known methods which 
tend to speed up m aturity of the 
plant and harvest of the cotton 
This involves planting the cotton 
as early as possible and planting 
fast-fruiting varieties where it is 
practical. 
It is desirable to us*' 
only properly treated and culled 
high 
germination 
seed 
and to 
leav e plants as thick in the drili 
as soil moisture content will al­ 
low. 
Fertilizers should be used 
when recommended. 
It is also 
especially desirable to protect the 
plants from early-season damage 
from 
the 
usual 
insects 
which 
would slow development of the 
plant and allow the pink bollworm 
to get a belter hold. 


2. When the cotton has been 
harv ested, destroy the stalks im­ 
mediately . 
Early stalk plow-up 
shortens the breeding cy cle of 
pink bollworms and other insects 
and hel{w cut down a carry -ov er 
into the nex t season. Stalk shred­ 
ders are ex cellent 
3. In transporting the picked 
cotton, cov er the v ehicle with a 
tarp to prev ent loss and possible 
spread of the insect. Where tarps 
are unav ailable or too ex pensiv e, 
substitutes may he used such as 
poultry wire, gunny sacks, etc. 
4. Use seed which has been ster- 
i!i/ed against pink bollworm at 
the gin. 
5. Clean y our fields, including 
the end-row% fence 
lines 
and 
ditches of 
all standing 
cotton 
stalks, thus destroy ing the winter 
r esting and feeding places of th*' 
insects.

90 ordnance districts of the Army, 
each of which is almost a law 
unto 
itself. 
One district bids 
against another for supplies and 
equipment, resulting in tremen­ 
dous costs. 
This situation is not 
peculiar to the Army. It prevails 
more or less in all three of the 
major services. 
It seems no sec­ 
retary of defense has yet been 
able to have the services use the 
same catalog for purchases, al­ 
though the Congress passed a law 
for that purpose. In fact, no sec­ 
retary of defense has yet been 
able to unify the services because 
of the powerful influences of the 
“ brass and braid.” 
Mr. Wilson, 
appointed 
by 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower, is the fifth secretary of 
defense. 
It killed one. ruined one 
and the other two were unable 
to control them. 


As previously stated in this col­ 
umn and as mentioned to friends 
back home in letters, if real sav­ 
ings are to be made, a goodly 
percentage of it must come from 
the costs of our national defense. 
This must he done without im­ 
pairing the preparedness program. 
It should he done by using more 
efficient methods which certainly 
should result in reducing waste 
and extravagance.

o f sterling character, tremendoiw 
energy and marvelous contacts. 
Bo far a s It is possible in a demoe- 
ra cy , he will be a great president.. 
But “democracy ” is a sy nony m 
•or a “dilemma.” 
Hence, before 
rushing to ex pand plants or buy 
sto cks. It is well to consider at 
lea st five dilemmas 
which 
we 
must fa ce In 1953. 
Ko rea , Dilemma No. 1 —The 
America n people w ant their smw 
ha ck from Korea and, at the sam. 
time, do n’t want Korea to fall 
Into Communist hands. 
This is a 
dilemma which Mr. Trum an and 
hi* milita ry ' aids have hon 
'!% 
struggled with. 
The promise 
Ike to v isit Korea and try to a c­ 
co mplish the impossible w as a 
grea t fa cto r ir. electing him. W ill 
peo ple turn against him when he 
repo rts tha t 19 53 will see no &<>lu 
tlo n to this dilemma, notwith­ 
sta nding his hopefulness? 
Communism, Dilemma No 2. 
The new president this v 
k re­ 
itera te dhis determination to stop 
Rusisa 's spread of Communism. 
But he know's that Communism is 
no t confined to Russia. 
It is the 
na me for a world revolutionary 
mo v ement of billions of unhapp; 
peo ple. Russia has seized and cap­ 
ita lized this great 
social 
tide 
wa v e; while the United States 
has ta ken the side of the const 
v a tiv e owners of property and 
tried to check it. 
Eisenhower 
must be sy m pathetic with the« < 
down-trodden races, but he know? 
a lso If he changes our present 
policy he would be cursed as sy m­ 
pathetic to Communism. 
This is 
Dilemma No. 2 which he must 
face in 1953. 
Foreign Imports. Dilemma No. 
3. 
Voters are demanding a re­ 
action in our aid to Europe and 
apan. 
Our new president knows 
.at this ca n be done only I 
ring 
tariffs and 
admitting 
re foreign goods into our mar-

kots. But he also knows th at such 
a program would make the U. S. 
business 
interests 
who 
elected 
him very angry . 
Such a move 
might also cause unemploy ment 
here at home, which would be 
welcomed 
by ' 
the 
Democrats 
Hence, his third dilemma. Compe­ 
tition during 1953 will be very 
severe, even among U. S. m anu­ 
facturers. without 
being handi­ 
capped by greater imports. 
Balancing the Budget, Dilem­ 
ma No. 4. -O ur new president will 
operate a more honest and eco­ 
nomical federal government. And 
there will be less money spent bv 
all 
departments, 
including 
the 
military . 
More efficient opera­ 
tions may be ex pected. 
But this 
deflationary ' program may cause 
unemploy ment and lower profits. 
As most federal income is derived 
from tax ing profits, this would 
mean lower tax receipts. 
This is 
a 
dilemma 
which 
Eisenhower 
m ust face in 1953. 
Reducing Tax es, Dilemma No. 
5.— The ex cess profits tax will 
end during 
1953. 
The capital 
gains tax could be much reduced, 
and investors would benefit from 
the reduction. 
It ex ists only as a 
political sop to radical labor. P er­ 
haps a token reduction of five 
per cent in income tax es and 50 
per cent in certain ex cise 
ta x es 
will he granted in 1953. 
But if 
we 
have 
declining profits and 
dividends, as a result of Eisen­ 
hower 
fulfilling 
all 
his 
other 
promise's, can he reduce tax es 
much more in 19.53? Never before 
has any president inherited such 
abnormally high tax es, upon the 
government’s spending of w'hich 
our prosperity is largely depend­ 
ent. 
Hence, this is Dilemmma 


Needed 
A 
Spiritual Awaken­ 
ing. 
I am thankful that Dwight 
D. Eisenhower is now president 
of our country . 
Unless World 
W ar III conies (and if it. comes 
Eisenhower would be needed more 
than ever), inflation can he curb­ 
ed. 
Hence, we have confidence. 
This is a great step forward. But 
the American people — ex cept in 
emergencies 
are 
basically busi­ 
ness 
and 
employ ment 
minded. 
Our marvelous growth has been 
due largely ' to this fact. 
We do 
not like to sacrifice. 
Fisenhow'er
